DISASTROUS FIRES IN NEW YORK.

St Patrick's Cathedral Destroyed—The
New Buillding of €, G, Guather & Sons,
With Its Contents, Badly Damaged —
Less Over $600,000=Firemen and Police-
men Injured,

Shortly before 10 o'clock on Saturday nieht a fire
Was viseovered on the third floor or No. 44 Crosby
street, in the packiog room of Messrs, Johin Vogt &
Co,, 1mpor'ers and dealers m porcelmug, forcgn
glas-ware, and articles of vertu,

The building in whieh the fire onginated s five
storios m bLeight, aud forms an L on Crosby street,
communicating with the adjoining, No. 46, which
extends through ro Brondwny, aud 18 numbered 502
and 004 on that 1horoughtare. The alarm was
sonndea immediately on the discovery of the fire, and
the five depariment quickly resvonded; but before
their arrival the flumes, fed by the siraw, boxes, and
other bie materml with whioh the place
was fildea, ran rapidly through the upper stories,
and soon tho entirg upper part of the building was u
uaes 1 flumes,

The iront deor on Broadway was burst in by the
firemen on thewr arcival, und by loading lengths ol
hose through the buiding, they were enablea to
meot wod prevent the flames hom advancing far in
that direation, The ¢hairg on 1he Cresby street side
only i1eached fo the third story, ana this was a
werious orawonck, ua the tulk of the fire was on
thatgde on the lenrch and fitth stories. This dini-
culty was remedied, Lowever, uas soon a8 tie hose
was e the front of 1he bullding, but while this was
being done the fomes ond attnined & headway that
they m'ght not have rescbed but for this cironm-
sanue,

In the meantime Indders had been placed against
the 1 urn ng building on the Crosby street side, and,
desp:te the Intense heat, were mounted by the tire-
met and u halt dozen stieams brousht 1o | ear npon
the flames. Inside e buwldmg the fivemen wore
a's0o worKing with vigor and daging, Two of their
pumber, the assigtant foroman nnd pipeman ol
Engine Company No. 20, having ventared too far
into the bulding, were overcome by the smoke, and
sank to the floor. They were rescucd Ly thewr eom-
rades and borpe from the bullding into toe strect,
where the (resh air soon revived them.,

A new gource of danger was soon discovered., A

uantity o the burning material had failen through
the “man-nole”—reaching irom the basement to the
tup of the bullding, used for carrying up gas and
water pipe —and in a tew moments a body of flame
was scon to ilivminate the akynght on the first floor,
A door leading into this flue or “‘man-bole” was
broken open, and a blinding volume of smoke and
dlome ut opce rushed out, for 1he moment driviog
back n'jl who attempted to approach, Two stroams
were brought to bear upon the flames, and they were
speedily extinguished.

Ail worked nooly, and at the expiration of an
hour there was every jndieation that the flames
wonld be confined to the three upper floors, and
prevented from advancing to the front portion of
the bullding.

Burning of St, Patrvick's Cathedral.

At this juncture the rumor was circulated (hat 8t,
Patmek's Cathedial, situgted on the lot bonnded by
Mote, Prines, aud Mulberry streuts, was on Hre.
Our reporter proceaded thither, and found that tho
rumor was, unfortunately, true, 1he roof, which
waa of the old-tashioned sloping kind, and shineied,
nad caught fire in two places near the apex, w
sparks from the Crosby street tire, the wind sotting
m the dirgetion of t cathedral, Conmderable
delay was oocasioned by those inside refusing to
open the door, and thus préeclous moments were
wasted. Finally, the door was opened, and someo
firemen bhurniedly gained the roofl and sttempted to
put out the flames by cubiing away the fiery portion,

Two engines were dowmobed trom the Crosby
streot fire and orderod at once to procced to the
Cathedral and endcavor o extingush the fite, it
being evident thatat the flames shouid gain the n-
terior of the vast edifice thore wonld be no hope of
saving §t. By this time nn immense crowd had
asembled around the bullding, drawn trom the
other fire, and from the honses in the vicinity, the
rumor that the venerable adifice was on fire having

spread with startling rapidity.

In spite of the exertions of those on the roof, and
before n strenm eould be brought to trom the
street, the fire had worked throurh the thin wooden
roof, and spread rapidiy through the light wood-
work on the mside, It was now evident that the
buiiding was doomed, sud attention was st once
turned to pefting out the portable artioles, Momburs
o1 the congrogation, and others, under the direction
o1 Father MeSweeney, Motieshan, and othars of the
priesthooa, suceeeded 1n removing all of the fixtures
with the exeeption of two which hung above the
altar, the silver gervice, many of the vestments, and
other articles, and convoyed them to the residence
of ::m pastor, Hov, Mr. Biarre, loeated diroctiy op-
posito.

The three upper storles In the rear are badly
damaged by fire, while the remainder of the build-
ing was flooded with water, necessitating the turtng
down of all the ceilings and repineing thoem wit

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SINKING OF THE " DANIEL WERBSTER."

Owo the morning of the 2Tth uitimo the steamship
Danies Webater smiled from New York, bound for
Mouwle, with & general oargo. bShe also carried
eighteon pussengers aud & crew of twenty-seven
men, including the officers, On the 1st of ober
thero was a sirong bréers, which soon inereased inio
n gnie, and sboptly after manignt s burnoane burst
upon the steamer, with a heavy sea. Lhe hurmicane
evntimued thmughom the toilowing day, the steamer
wesnwhile breasting it galisntly, until about 6 P, M ,
wihen she was struck by a heavy sca, which darnied
uvalk? the forecastle hatelh and swept bor forward
dcoks,

‘I'ne son was by this time rolling to a tremendous
heigbt, and the hurricane contimued to incrowse nati
every tunper 1 the steamer shook beueath the
weight of 1ts vielenes, Taroughout the whole night
she rolied heavily, but stili continued to kesp hur
course ; but at 7 o’clock on the following moroing
the engineer roported that sbhe was making wuoer
rupidly. Assoon as this iglolhgence was imparted
the crew was et to work the puaps and by the
stronuous exertions of the men she was kept afloat
the whole day. Jowards darc the buge wjecuun
Fave out, ai, A8 the wi'er continusd to suereass, all
of e hands and the passsngers were set 0 work
badling bet out.

The orew and passengers worked with all the
energy of men sirugehng for thor hvea, Bot the
clements were against them, and at 10 o'clock in the
night ung water had paved s0 Inr as to pot out the
fire, and the lasl hopo ol saving the slup was gone
The eliuntion Wwas now appalitng, anag the danger of
filuding o watery wiave uoulmumd overy soul on
bourd the bfnea steamer, The wind was still
biowing & hurricane; the night was ol a piteay
daykneas, only broken st sutervals by fittal dashes of
Ugn ving  Altogether tho hope of survivine throngh A
out the night was searcely cherisied, aithough the
caplian encouraged e crew nod passengers and
spuke of the ahances of rescue,

vetore the boate had all heen lowered the eyes of

tho Lolf desgainng passcngers and crow were giad-
gened by tae slghs o a steamsimp wiieh then hove
into sight, Luckily she perecived the signal of dis.
tress flying from the mast Of the /xandel Webster anid
ingtnntly bore down in the dircotion o1 her. Oun
artiving within hailing distancy she wes discoverod
to be e eprge Cromwell, trom New Orieans, bound
to New York., The passengers and erew of the
sinking veseel were prowmptely taken on board, and
thear lives tivs provicentnlly saved; tor it would
nave been almost impossible 101 open borts 10 have
flonted on the ocenn muny hours, 0 bigh ana
boleterous were the waves,
All unite in prosmyg the condoet of Captaln Bol-
gor ol the Daniel Webster, Throughout the trying
circvmstances with which he was caliod uwvon to
coutsnd he remamed cealm nud encrgotio; and wnen
compeliod by sheer neces<y o lower tne boats, he
first saw that cvery passenger wis pinced aboard
Lefore he gave a thought for g own =a ety, Indeed,
when the Cromwed Lore down upon taem ho was
siill on bourd the sinking stp, which he did not
leave until ne had sees overy one of the crew as well
ns fprssengers salely taken on board. The boat
which took him off head scarcely ¢ eared the wreck
when (he steamer sank stern foremost, and was
in n few minutes |ost to sight bineath the raging
walers,

DISASTER T0 THE “SANTIAGD DE CUBA™

The steamsbip Sandiago de Cuba put into New
York yesterday in a disabled condition,

Frow au inspection of the log of the Santiago de
Cuba and the statement of Laentenant W. R, Panca,
a pastcnger uboard, the followime parcvoeulars are
given of one or the most severe storms off the const
of Fiomda which has ocourred lor somo time, ana
which hag cavaed more marine disssters, many not
-otkuuu\\'n.thnn bhave tuken place for some time

The stenmehip Sentiago do Cuba ssiled from New
York on ssturday, September 20, at noon, bound
for Lirey town, on rowfe 1or San Franesco, she hnd
on board five hundred pessengers a8 well ns a large
ana wellassoried eargo of genoral merchandre,
Atbout b o'clock in the aiternoon o Reavy easierly gale
came on, with constant rain, the passengers as nnal
pecoming sea-vick. On Sunday, september 30, the
heavy sovthieast pulos continned, accompioied by o
heavy raan, Towards noon the weather clouded up
a litile
The vessel was at this time about one hundred
aud mnety-seven miles from New York, Oa Moo
day, Uctober 1, during the loreuwoon, thore was o
light breezo, but a very heavy nead swell provailed,
wdicating & past or coming storm, On Iucsday
violent southeast gales with heavy seas commenoced,
in the atternoon the gales inereased almost to a har-
neane, During the night the ship was thrown trom
mde to mde with teriible violence. Many of the

apsengers were thrown from their pberths, On
Q‘Jodnomw morning the storm hnd become n tey-
ritic hurricane. IThe sens ure decembed us being
awful e extreme. Old seamen, who had iol-
lowed theiv avoeation Lor thirty years and’'upwards,
said they hud pever witnessed anything so fearful,

At baif:past B o'clock A. M, a Lieavy fea twisted
off tne rudaer-head, thus leaving the vessol ut the
morey of the waves, rendoring  useloss all the other
gieeriug apparatus, Spor ly after this misiortune,
u tremendous sea was slupped, by which tue cut-
wiler was wrencheda away eisar down to the keel,
the foreyard was broken, the lorward cabins were
caried away, and in fing, n.wwaymiug forward ot
the foremast was swept overboard.

This sea carriod to a watery grave Cornelius Car-
son, the steernge stewnrd, and Heory Brown, a
waiter: also two stoornge passengers, whose names
we have not learned. The porter's room, with all
the oil, both starboard water-closets and wll the
wood work on the starbourd paddle-box were
washed overboard. At this umetheship commenced
to leak badly, the water running down to the fires
in the engine-room, whora 1t took but afow mo-
ments 10 become sealding hot. The firemen cou-
tinued to work almost knee deop in the scalding
witer,

The agatation of the passengers at this janotnre
was heartrendimg, thero seeming no possible hope
of saving 4 single life. The bulwarks forward went
with uterrible crash,whicu made some of the women
almost frantio.

At times the heavy seas rose high above the lop-
mast. rhe execellont salling quahties of the shap,
however, proved equal to tho oceasion. A fow en-
cournging words trom the oaptain quietea the fears
of the paesengors, some of whom had gone so fur as
to cast away their elothes and provide themsolves
with lile-preservers in onse the vessel went down,

At this time the ospimn being foarful that the
galoon and state rooms on deek would be washod
way, ordercd sl the passengers botween decks &
command which was quietly obey d, the ladies be-
having with the utmost fortitude, Bhortly alter
this, the lenk Increamng, tha'rwuuuﬂn were onlled
to give @ helping hand, and they worked st tho

amps with & wil, Many of 1he ladies nsmated in

ling out the water us 1t was pumped up.

At noon the burrichne was terrble; indoed,
nothing conld be seen tw t‘)leol inany dirvetion
from the sldes of the uﬂ r the spray and sps.
The cabin sky-lights wore carriod away, letting a
great deal of water into the “between docks."’

On Thursday the heavy gales continued with
terrib'e sea rumning, snd but small hopes were ¢n
tertained of ever resching land. At duylight u tém-
porary tiller was rigeed, and by noon the ship was
ugain eapuble of being steered. At 2 P, M, tne
temporary iiller was torn awsy, and the vessel was
drﬂilnnu out e minagenble as belore, T'wo ol
the pastengers, ship carpenters, now set to work
auvd cut away the wood between decks round the
rudder, and mude a hole for the insortion of & now
tiller to work with relieving taokle. This work
wus aceompished by 8 P. M., and the ship now
%_miu manageable, her course was shaped tor Nor-

ork.

During the day evory cffort was made to stop the
4 leak. Sheets, billows, beis, ste, were stuffod into
the fore peak, and these aided muoh fu stopping the
rush of water. A sall was plso got over the bows,
with grate bars attached to mukit, aud bound fast
with ropes. In thus wav a good portion of water
was prevented from coming iw, During this lgst-
mentrunnd operation, the second oficer, Mr. Milkos,
had his leit thomb torm off, and was otherwise
budly braised ; notwithstanding which, like a brave
fsllow, he continued at his post until the anip
arrived in port.

The Payment of Additional Bounties.

The Becond Auditorof the Treasury has just
rendered the following decision relative to the
payment of the additional bounty:—

“[Tpon consultation between the accounting
officers 1n relation to certain questions arising
under the act of July 28, 1866, 1t has been de-
cided that where s soldier served out atwo
years' enlistment and then re-emlisied, was pro-
muoted, and died in the service as g commissioned
officer, his Yicirs ure not entitled Lo atditional
bounty; nur are the heirs of asoldier entitled
who wie transferred to the navy and died in
the service, Paronts of u deccascd soldier,
ungder (e regolations of the Becretury of War,
must join in the application for the additional
Lounty, and in cases whiere the father has al-
ready upplied, the apphestion of the mother, if
living, must also be presented. Where the
mother 8 dead, the tuet should be stated in the
father's apphcation, Parents of a deceased
goldier who reside in o foreign country are not
entitled to additional bounty, Poaragraph 8
of the regulations issued by the Seeretury of
Wir declures that the sct of July 28, 1868,
greates no rights of inheritance beyond those
vested by the law under which these heirs re.
ceived, or were entitled to receive, the origi-
nual bounty; end a8 by the act of July
11, 1802, such loreign heirs were excluded
from recelving the orginal bounty, they
entnnot  recelve the additional “hounty.
Where the parents of a soldier have
heen divoreed, or have separated by mutun)
counsent, the same rules govern the scttlement of
f eluim for additional bounty as fhave been
heretofore followed in the settlement of similar
cases, When the elnim of & widow of a soldier
is pending for arvears of pay and bouoty, the
aCditional bonnty will be allowed on the same
application npon proof thut she had not married
aetin prior to the 28th of July, 1866. In appli-
cations wow pending by the guardians of the
chilldren of n soldier, where their aces have
been  omitted, evidence must be furnished
giving the age ol eachb, Additionsl bounty to
ai-charged soldiers eaunot be paid through the
Secomd Auditor's Office, and no applications for
it where the discharee 15 clulmed to have beon
lost will be entertained.”

Robert Fiela Stookton wa: born at Princston,
Now Jersey, m 1706, He was a grandson of Hon,
Richard Stockton, one of the signers of the Declara-
tion of Independ onoo.

Robert F. Stockton enteércd the United States
Navy, while at college, in his fitteontn year, nan
midshipman, and was promoted (o be Ald to Com,
modore Rodgoers, on board the frieate Presidont,
recolving honorable notice for galiantry in sevoral
battlés, and in December, 1314, he was promoted
to & jnnior loutenancy.

In 18156 he was sent to the Mediterrancan in the
Guerriore, in tho war against Alers, but was soon
transferred to the Spilfire, as First Lieutonant, in
which he distingnished himselt by boarding, with a
boat’s orew, an Aigorine war-vessal. In Fobroary,
1610, hee wag orderad to the Washingten, the flag.
slup of Commodore Chaunecoy, oruding m the Mode
tnrancan, and subsequently he was transterred to
tho Erie

In 1821 he was semt back to the United States in
command of the Erie, aud was then ordered to the
corst of Afrien, with pormssion to md the Afnean
Colomzation Sodlety In procuring a new sito lor
fts settlement. Accompanied by Dr. Ayres, the
agent of the Society, he suoceeded, with some diili-
culty, in obtaining from the native chaels a treat
ocdimng & tractof iand around Cape Mesucado, whie
ttlmlongmtl terntory of the present Repub.ie of

it erin.

Duviug his ¢rnise en the African coast, Lisntanant
8 ockton captured a oonsiderablo number of slavers,
und a ortuguese privatoer, the Marianna Fiora, of
twonty«two guns, which had atimoked him. This
vessel he sent to the United States, and s series of
triale followed in the Umited ~tates Courts as to the
proprcty of her eapture, Lieutenant Stogkton was
flunlly Justdied o the Suprome Court, but the vessol
wis given up to Portuenl us an acl of comity.

He algo captured a French slaver, wh ch lod to o
long litngmnon, bnt was agaln justidied by the
Bupreme Court. On his return from the African
eonst he wae ordercd to the West Indied, to break
up the nestg of pirates préying upon our ¢ommeres
tlu.'ra,lm wineh cuterprise he was completely suo-
ee-tiu

From 1826 to 1989 he was absent on leave from ser-
vice, and remained principally at his homo w
I'rineeton.

During this period he took an active part in poli-
ties in favor of Aundrew Juckson, working in the
three States ol Pennsylvanin, New York, and Now
Jersey, with wonaeriul sueccss, for the old nero of
Noew Orl ans, who wes lus firm Iriend. e also in-
terested hmself extepsively m the inwernal improve-
ment of New Jorsey.

In 1888 he was aeain sent to the Mediterranean
as Flag Officer of the Okio, Commodore Hoall's flag
sbip; and im 1880 was promoted to a Post Captainoey,
nm? rocnlled. Atter tlos, at Philadoiphia. gave
@ieat attention to naval gunnery, the construction
of steam ongines, and naval aschitecture, and
obtained permission from the Navy Depart.
ment to  construct o war sleamer, aftor much
solicitation and only after the plans or the dopart-
ment 1o this Hne had ad provea miserable falures,

(mptain Stockton's pians were new, and ome.
braced desigps whioch the naval contractors al)
miintmned could not be pratheally exeouted. but
the steam sloop of=war Princelon, commenc:d at
Philadelpia 1842, and completed i 1844
proved to be superior at that time 10 any war vessl
afloat, and bas farnised subsigntislly the model
for many of our most noted Governmont steam-
slups  Her spoed and sabue quaa ities, her admirp-
ble modet, the securnty of her motive power, which
101 the firet time was placed below the water-iine,
aud her powerful armument, all sttractea great
attantion,

The unaccountable explosion of one of her large
guus, at Washington, Febronry 28, 1844, led to the
death of the Secretary of the Navy, the Scorotary of
War, and three other distingeished men. Captain
Stoekton was seriously injured bimself by the aoci-
dent, A Naval Court of luguiry alterwards exone-
roted lim from any blame i the matter cithern
the construchion of the gun or the management of
the finmg,

In October 18456 he was sent, with a reinforoo-
mont, to the squadron opersting on the Paocific
coust, in the commayd ot which he sucoeeded Com.
piodore Blont, soon "after ug arvlval st Monterey,
Culitorma.  Here, with a force ol not over 1600
men, of whom about 600 were sallors, and toe re-
monder mostly Amer oan setlers of the region, he
made a conquest ot the whole o1 Califoruis 1o about
#ix mouths’ campaiguing, and establishod over it
tre nuthority of the United States,

The colhsion between am and Brigadier-General
Koawmey, in rélotion to the mght ol the suprems
command in Calllornia, was subsequegtiv made tho
subjeot of & court-martinl, Having becn sustained
1 his right, Commodore Stockton established a Pro-
visional Governmont, and returned to the East,
overland, in June, 1847,

in 1540 he restened his commisson in the Navy.
lu 1861 be was elected to the Umied States Senate,
whoere Le procured the passage of & law abolishing
floegine in the Nayy.

I 1858 he rosigoed his seat «n the Senate, and re-
tired 1o private 16,

Commodore Stockton resided part of the time at
Prineetin, and durmg the winter months generally
in I'nilndelplia, where he has many relatives and
(nends, He was o gentieman of oulture nnd fine
mu:ir.lmd he died in tue possesaion of considerable
wealth,

He wae elected a member of the Peace Congross
jn 801, and has several times heen mentionod In
cor neetion with the nominuations ol his party for
the po:ition of VicePresident of the United Siates,

JOHN 6. RAREY,

John B, Rarey died at Cleveland, on Thursday, of
pulsy. He was born in Frauklin county, Onio, mn
15:5, and ot an early age showed a knaock in the
muuagement of horses which induced the noighbors
to submit their intractuble beasts o his powers,
His own systom, by whiech he has eained =o much
pelebrity and profit, was worked ovt by degrees (rom
s ouservations on equiod cocentricitios, Lo 1850
he went to Texus, and 1ound plenty of material to
N periment oo,

When he came back thenoe to Ohlo, he begun so
give publie exhibitions, aud sinee that time has been
pretiy nearly contimuousty before the public. About
five years sgo he went to Kurope, and surprised
pyerybody by the plianey to his tréeatment which he
wade the most incorrigible horses exnivit. In Eng-
jnnd particularly the most vielous beasts that conid
b found by ransgesing the country were brought
to hiim, byt in no instance did he tail to go: at least
temporary control over his subjeots. i

Tbe horee Cruiser had been a racing colt of some

romise, but before he was brought to Rarey had
Ex come 83 outrugeons that ssarvely nnybody dared go
near bim.  He had killed one or two grooms, angd in
delnuit ol shooting hinm, bis owner had to keep him
wolghtedwith a heayy iron muzzie, and strapped
in every hmb.  Rarey took him, and after one or
two privite interviews, showed him to the public as
gentlo aen lamb, and loosoned from all hig girths
and mueles  He afterwards bought this horse and
broughthim to Amerioa.

The e of this spread ; and when Rarey beean,
s he od soon after, 1o expound his system, he
found munvﬂrupih a8 he could attend to, At
first e eXxnet & promuse from them that they
would not divulge the metbod, but it soon got
pbroad and 12 now applied by i great many ynitaes
tors 1n both countries. It wounld seem, however,
that to make it very successtul, 1t must be adminis-
tored by A man of yery groat nerve. tact, and cool-
pess ; and just such s man was ita inventor,

Rarey erossed to the Continent after *'doing’’ the
British empire, and patronage and proft in pleniy
awgited lim there, Severnl royal, princely, sn
SCpenid i‘mmulﬁm ‘“wore graciously pleased” to see
the performuanee, and he recoived the decoration ol
some Ruasian order from the Caar.

Since be roturned Rarey has lived mostly on his
farm at Groveport, Ohlo; u fine place,wlieh ho
bought and stocked well with the proceeds of his
art, 1o 1868, howover, he was em lu‘;‘d"l;y Gav-
crument 10 Lnepost nad report o 1he olthe

sidorable yalue, He was thirty.-oight yoars of age,
aud a bachelor.
